Why do eyes come in so many 
different colors? 


he hue of your iris (the colored part of 
the eye) is determined by how much of a 
pigment called melanin you have. People with 
lots of melanin in their irises have darker eyes, 
while those with less melanin have lighter ones. 
Individuals with green peepers have flecks of a 
yellow, fatty pigment mixed in with the blue of 
their eyes. While the hue of your irises is inherited 
from your parents, the color pattern in each 
person’s eyes is unique, like fingerprints.

Usually, flat images in books and 
magazines don’t appear to have any 
depth because each eye sees the exact 
same image. With the 3D glasses off,
